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SENATORS. OPEN 
DEBT LIMIT RISE 


UF COMPROMISE 


Humphrey Appears for 
Bill Passed by House 
—No Adjournment of 
Congress This Week- 


end, 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 1 (AP) 
--The Senate Finance Commit- 
tee was considering today what 
to do about President Eisen- 
hower's request for a 15-billion- 
dollar increase in the national 
debt limit. There was some talk 
of a compromise on the political- 
ly touchy issue. 

The committee met for three 
hours and then recessed until 
later in the day. No vote has 
been taken, it was learned. 

One committee member, it 
was learned, showed up with a 
compromise proposal of a tem- 
porary  five-billion-dollar  in- 
crease in the ceiling, to run only 
until June 30, 1954. However, 
Chairman Millikin (Rep.), Colo- 
rado, said he knew of no com- 
promise agreement. 

A compromise acceptable to 
most Senators would permit 
early adjournment: of Congress. 
Presumably a compromise would 
be approved by the House, which 
yesterday voted the full increase 
to 290 billions in the debt limit. 

House Republican leader Hal- 
leck of Indiana said last night 
the House should be ready to 
adjourn by tonight, as origin- 
ally planned. 

No Adjournment. 

However, Senator Knowland, 
of California, acting majority 
leader, today ruled out any 
chance of adjournment of the 
Senate this week. He told the 
Senate it “will have a session 
Monday next.” 

The debt limit now stands at 
275 billions. The national debt 
has reached 272%4 billions. 

Senator Douglas (Dem.), Illi- 
nois, who is not a member of the 
committee, has that 
the debt limit be increased two 
billions. This compromise would 
stay in effect until Congress re- 
turns to Washington next Jan- 
uary and makes a full study. 

Humphrey at Hearing. 

On hand to try to persuade the 
finance committee to go along 
with an increase to a 290 billion 
dollar debt limit were Secretary 
of the Treasury Humphrey and 
Budget Director Joseph M. 


Dodge.

room was Maj. Gen. Wil- 

n B. Persons, the White House 
liaison man with Congress. Asked 
by a reporter about the pros- 
pects, Persons said: “It's too 
close for comfort.” : 

Senator Kerr (Dem.), Okla- 
homa, flew back from Oklahoma 
for the meeting. He had gone 
home because of the death of 
his mother. He declined to state 
his position un the debt limit 
before the meeting. 

Two Republicans who have op- 
posed the President's proposal, 
Senators Williams of Deleware 
and Hugh Butler of Nebraska, 
both said they knew of no 
change in the situation. 

Majority Against Bill. 

A check of the committee yes- 
terday had indicated a majority 
against the measure. 

The House acted with great 
speed. The Ways and Means 
Committee met early yesterday 
and voted the plan out 17-6. 

On the key floor test, a mo- 
tion to send the measure back 
to committee—to insert an 
amendment limiting the ceiling 
increase to 18 months — was 
defeated by a 225-173 margin. 
Then the bill was approved. Vot- 
ing for approval were 169 Re- 

ublicans, 69 Democrats and one 
ladependent. Opposed were 33 
Republicans and 125 Democrats.

TRUMAN'S BUDGET BY 
13 BILLIONS, A RECORD 


WASHINGTON, 

Aug. 1 (AP). 
HE expiring first session 
Tv the Eighty-third Con- 
gress appropriated 13 bil- 
lion dollars less than the new 
money requested by former 
President Truman in Janu- 

ary—a record cut. 


In its drive to bring new 
government obligational au- 
thority closer to its prewar 
levels, Congress cut about 
four billion dollars from the 
revised money requests of 
President Eisenhower. 


The 13 billions eliminated 


represents a reduction of 
about 20 per cent. It exceeds 
by three billions the reduc- 
tion goal set last January by 
Chairman Taber (Rep.), New 
York, of the House Appro- 
priations Committee. 


Truman asked Congress for 


$57,029,000,000. Both amounts 
are exclusive of more than 
seven billions in permanent 
appropriations, such as in- 
terest on the national debt, 
over which Congress has 
little or no control.

HEAVY GUARD OUT 
AS EAST REICH 
PRESIDENT RETURNS 


BERLIN, Aug. 1 {tAP)— 
Shielded by one of the heaviest 
police guards ever mustered 
here, Communist. President Wil- 
helm Pieck returned today to a 
sullen and rebellious East Ger- 
many from a three-month rest 
cure in the Soviet Union. 

The T7-year-old President, 
who had been away since. last 
April when he was stricken with 
pneumonia, looked fat and sun- 
tanned as he arrived at East 
Berlin’s main station. He was 
greeted by a large delegation 
headed by Premier Otto Grote- 
wohl and the deputy premier 
and party boss, Walter Ulbricht. 
Also among the greeters was 
Soviet High Commissioner Vlad- 
imir Semyenov, who was cov- 
ered by a constant bodyguard.

The Senate, in which Taft 
served as majority leader, in- 
vited the government leaders 
to take part and the White 
House said the President, “of 
course, will attend.” 

The services will be in the 
rotunda, at noon. 

The last state funeral held in 
the Capitol was for Gen. Johr 
J. Pershing, July 19, 1948. 

Taft’s body will be brought to 
Washington Sunday from New 


York, where he died, and will lie |;

The public will be permitted 
to view the body from 3 p.m. to 
9 p.m. Sunday. 

After the memorial service, 
the body will he taken to Cincin- 
nati for private funeral services 
and burial Tuesday.

The House first passed a bill 
earlier this week to permit 217,- 
000 refugees and other aliens to 
enter the United States in the 
next three years. The Senate 
passed a bill to admit 209,000. 

The conference committee 
struck a compromise between 
these two figures and also on 
the more troublesome issue of 
whether the legislation would be 
confined only to refugees or 
whether other aliens also would 
be admitted. 

Under the final version, those 
admitted will be largely refu- 
gees, mostly from behind the 
Iron Curtain, but a limited num- 
ber of Italians, Greeks and 
Dutch who have relatives in this 
country also will be able to seek 
entrance. 

The bill also makes provision 
for a small number of Asiatics 
and Arabs and permits 4000 or- 
phans from any part of the 
world to be admitted.

Without doubt Senator Taft's two strongest 
opponents in the world of public affairs were 
John L, Lewis and Harry S. Truman. Yet the 
former President could say of him: “He and I 
did not agree on public policy, but he knew: 
where I stood and I knew where he stood. We 
need men like Senator Taft in public service.” 


And the hard-fighting head of the United 
Mine Workers, who denounced the Taft labor 
position time and again, said: 

Honest difference of opinion is what 
makes America a great nation and it is 
what made Senator Taft a great states- 
man and a great American. His sincere 
conservatism was an ingredient of our 
own way of life. 

7 * * 

The personal tragedy makes this an inappro- 
priate time to attempt a detailed appraisal of 
Senator Taft and his work in Congress. The 
Ohio Senator had both his fine qualities and his 
faults. In the important field of social legisla- 
tion he could be very progressive, as on housing 
and public health. He himself drew up a sheaf of 
amendments to his own Taft-Hartley Labor Act, 
based on’ experience with the law’s operation. 
As the law was proposed to redress the balance 
between capital and labor, so were the amend- 
ments intended to improve the administration 
of the statute in practice. 

In the months leading to Pearl Harbor, Taft 
opposed the Selective Service Act, and the send- 
ing of troops to Iceland, After World War II, 
he opposed the Atlantic Pact, out of which NATO 
grew, He called the Korean war “Truman’s 
war” and said he had no confidence in the mili- 
tary leadership of Gen. Bradley and the other 
Joint Chiefs ‘of Staff. Recently he served notice 
on Mutual Security Administrator Stassen that 
the foreign aid closeout date could be put down 
as 1954. His last important speech was inter- 
preted as being willing to “go it alone.” 

On some issues the Post-Dispatch wholeheart- 
edly supported Senator Taft. For other stands 
we criticized him. We were greatly disappointed 
in his willingness to minimize the importance 
of the rally by the U.N. against aggression in 
Korea. We were distressed by his defense of 
Senator McCarthy, which was so foreign to his 
most commendable advocacy of constitutional 
rights.

Similarly it would be a mistake to attempt an 


analysis now of the Taft role as Senate Majority 
Leader in the Eighty-Third Congress's first -ses- 
sion. Until we know more about his recommen- 
dations and guidances at the White House, it 
would be pointless to make an evaluation. That 
he was a unifying force and a balance wheel 


among diverse Senate Republican groups is well

That is one way of saying that Senator 
Taft occupied a very special place in the law- 
making as well as the politics of the United 
States. 

Again we say that his death is tragically sad 
and that the members of his family have the 
nation’s sincere sympathy in fullest measure.

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Tale of Nine Cities 

The Missouri Division of Health has just made 
public a particularly timely and revealing study 
of dental decay in 3206 children in nine selected 
cities of the state. It shows forcefully that chil- 
dren who drink water containing fluorides enjoy 
considerably better dental health than those 
who do not, and there is a lesson in it for St. 
Louis. 

Three of the cities, Rolla, Sedalia and Chilli- 


the same benefits as children in Fulton, Mexico 
and Columbia, All that ig necessary is alder- 
manic approval for the addition of the required 
amount of fluorides, 

Unhappily, however, Dr. Smith has run up 
against a stone wall of aldermanic indifference 
coupled with the covert opposition of certain 
industries that might be inconvenienced by this 
proved public health measure.

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Does Eisenhower Like REA? 


The Eisenhower Administration has reached 
a point at which it must show, rather conclu- 
sively, its intentions toward rural electrification. 

A bill granting the Southwestern Power Ad- 


‘ministration a $1,200,000 continuing fund, but 


on destructively restricted terms, awaits the 
President’s signature. 

The continuing fund consists of money earned 
by SPA, which it requires for use in buying and 
transmitting power to serve its customers. 

REA co-operatives in Missouri, Arkansas, Kan- 
sas and Oklahoma are among its customers. 

The amount allowed SPA for its continuing 
fund is only about enough to take care of re- 
quirements until February. It is therefore by 
implication a sort of suspended death sentence 
for the continuing fund. 

The bill returning this inadequate amount to 
SPA stipulates that the money cannot be used 


. to carry out contracts which SPA and the REA 


co-ops have entered into in order to generate 
and transmit new blocks of power in response 
to increased demand. 

Clyde T: Ellis, executive manager of the’ Na- 
tional Rural Electric Co-operatives Association, 
which is the national voice of the REA co-ops, 
says it is “the worst blow” the rural electrifica- 
tion program has ever suffered. He denounces 
it as “a sell-out.” 

Senators Kerr and Monroney of Oklahoma 
say it was intended to bankrupt the REA co-ops 
and force their sale to private power companies. 

Is that what the Administration wants, or is 
it not? Ambiguous statements about blie 
power have come from President EisenhoWer’s 
Secretary of the Interior, Douglas McKay, and 
from his REA Administrator, Ancher Nelsen. 
The actions of both have been predominantly, if 
not indeed consistently, hostile to public power. 

Does the President go along with those who 
reject all public power as “creeping socialism’’? 
Is rural electrification to be made a sacrifice to 
creeping exploitation, in the interest of a few 
power companies, and against the interests of 
more than 3,000,000 farm families to which it 
has finally brought the advantages of the in- 
dustrial revolution? | 

The President's handling of the SPA bill will 
show Administration intentions more clearly 
than any words spoken to date. , 

Nothing is to be gained by a veto, for then 
SPA would lack a continuing fund altogether. 
With Congress so near a recess, it is unlikely 
another and better bill could be passed before 
next session. 

But the President, in signing the bill, can 
and should speak out against the inadequacy of 
the continuing fund and the restriction placed 
upon its use. He can and should call on Con- 
gress to make an adequate continuing fund for 
SPA, to be used as needed, one of its first orders 
of business on reconvening next year. 
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Germany’s Clouded Gesture 
The amount involved may not be nearly ade- 
quate to the crime—money never can wipe out 
guilt—but there is hope for the whole race of 
man in the Bonn parliament's voting of 4,000,- 
000,000 marks-for Germans, mostly Jews, perse« 
cuted by the-Nazis. A payment of 150 marks 


($37.50) ‘for every month served in a concen-—

This is a time, however, for looking less to 
the money than to the motive behind it, Cou- 
pled with the previous payment of a roughly 
equal sum to Israel on behalf of Jews no long- 
er in Germany, this appropriation does represent 
the repudiation by the present German govern- 
ment of the atrocities of the Hitler regime. In a 
nation recovering from the losses of war, it 
goes beyond mere pious words of contrition 
and sympathy. 

One can only wish that it were representative 
of each and every German, including those neo- 
Nazis who are worming their way into the coun- 


. try’s official and commercial life. The knowledge 


that there are individuals—and ambitious indi- 
viduals—in Germany who will say that “Hitler 
was not so bad” is the cloud over Bonn’s fine 
gesture. 
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Free Market in Rent 

The abrupt ending of federal rent ceilings in 
St. Louis and some 1100 other cities in the na- 
tion is almost certain to result In a reduced 
standard of living for a great many low and 
middle-income families. 

How serious this condition may become re- 
mains to be seen. But it is evident that the 
squeeze will be felt most sharply in communities 
like St. Louis where the shortage of rental units 
will tempt many a landlord to load on all the 
traffic will bear.

In ancient Greece when political 
leaders felt the need for advice, they 
consultéd their oracles. Sometimes the 
oracles replied directly and plainly. 
More often their utterances were 
couched in ambiguous terms which re- 
quired interpretation by wise men. 
The difficulty was that the wise men’s 
interpretations were frequently as ob- 
scure as the oracle’s. / 

Take the case of King Pyrrhus, for 
example, who turned to the oracle at 
Delphos .to find out if he should make 
war against Rome. The oracle ex- 
claimed: “I say, Pyrrhus, that you the 
Romans can conquer.” 

Pyrrhus left the temple with the as- 
surance of his advisers that the oracle 
had foretold his victory, and he went to 
war. The Romans defeated him. The 
advisers were wrong—not the oracle, 
Read the statement again. 

One finds an interesting parallel to 
the oracular ritual today in congres- 
sional procedure. Congressional com- 
mittees frequently seek the recommen- 
dation of the White House on contro- 
versial legislation. ‘The White House 
usually makes known its views through 
the Bureau of the Budget, and then the 
wise men in the Congress place their 
own interpretation on the bureau’s 
words. 

On those occasions when the Bureau 
of the Budget’s position is obscure, con- 
gressional leaders frequently do not 
help clarify the situation. Such an in- 
stance occurred in the debate on the 
Niagara power bill. 

The Public Works Committee, deeply 
split, had approved a plan for develop- 
ment of the hydroelectric power poten- 
tial at Niagara Falls by five private 
electric companies, and had rejected 
the plan of the State of New York to 
develop the project through a State 
Authority. 

The Federal Government would have 
no participation under either proposal. 
It was solely a question of whether the

Works Committee, attempted to inter-

Sion,” he said, “its letter would be 
signed by. the director—not the assist- 
ant director.” (Editor’s note: The 
House thereupon quickly and over- 
whelmingly passed the bill favoring 
the private power companies.) 


The President himself was asked for 
his views on the Niagara power bill at 
a press conference the day before the 
debate in the House. He said this was 
a very special case; that he could take 
no action or even express a specific 
opinion until the bill was drawn, and if 
passed, was presented to him; and then, 
of course, with all his advisers, there 
would be an analysis of it and action 
taken, 

Apparently, he had overlooked the 
fact that the Bureau of the Budget, pre- 


sumably speaking for him, had already | 


suggested a course of action to the Con- 
gress. If the President proposed to re- 
serve his opinion until after the Con- 
had acted, one wonders why the 
ureau of the Budget, speaking through

On a second attempt to visit 
former President Hoover un- 
detected, Senator Taft was met 
by two of us on the floor 
above, heading rapidly toward 
an elevator. 

Senator Taft frowned, 
shrugged and said to compan- 
ions: “I told you.” But, -he 
didn’t let disappointment slow 
his steps @ bit. He took this 
minor failure in stride, just as 
he took major failure, the fail- 
ure to get the nomination. 

No man ever tried harder to 
win the nation’s top office. No 
man ever wanted to win it more. 
Perhaps no man had greater in- 
centive, for the Senator wanted 
to follow in his father’s foot- 
steps. He wanted to be Presi- 
dent like his father, William 
Howard Taft. 

Disappointment Concealed. 

Because of that intense desire 
and because no man ever went 
into a national convention in a 
better position to win the nom- 
ination, disappointment must 
have been terribly keen when 
Gen. Dwight Eisenhower won 
the G.O.P. nomination. 

But you couldn't tell it from 
Bob Taft—not by word, by ac- 
tion, by tone or attitude. 

When all around political dis- 
aster struck, when the shouting 
still heralded defeat, when cry- 
ing women staff members and 
every campaign picture and 
gadget mocked, Senator Taft re- 
mained exactly as he had been 
when victory seemed probable. 
He showed the kind of courage 
you wish you had but seldom do. 

And later that night, when 
Taft headquarters was a desert 
in the midst of a city, Bob Taft 
walked out of his office and 
headed for the elevators. He 
was going down the street to 
the hotel suite where sat the’ 
most faithful of his personal 
following, his wife Martha, who 
campaigned from a wheel chait 
far beyond a woman’s normal 
strength that he husband 
might get his fondest Wish, the 
presidency of the United States.

AW CHANGE URGED 
ON TAFFS SULESSOR 


Ohio Republicans Hope to 
Pass Bill for Election 
This Year. 


COLUMBUS, O., Aug. 1 (UP) 
-—Republican state legislators 
said today they hope to change 
Ohio law to permit election of 
Senator Robert A. Taft's suc- 
cessor this year and prevent an 
appointee of the Democratic 
Governor from actively serving 
in the Senate. 

The proposed change would 
provide for election of a new 
Senator in November. Thus, any 
Senator appointed by Gov. Frank 
Lausche would serve only until 
the election and would never 
take part in a working session 
of the Senate. Congress is ex- 
pected to adjourn in a few days 
until January. 

Senator John W. Bricker, a 

former Governor, urged the Leg- 
islature within an hour after 
Taft died yesterday to change 
the law. The Legislature was 
scheduled to adjourn later in 
the day. 
- Instead, a memorial session 
was held for Taft and the Legis- 
lature decided to meet again 
next Friday. At that time the 
Republicans, who control the 
Legislature, hope to put through 
a bill calling senatorial primaries 
in 60 days and a senatorial elec- 
tion in November. 

Lausche, meanwhile, canceled 
his plans to leave today for the 
Governor’s conference in Seattle 
so he could attend Taft’s funeral. 

There was some thought that 
Lausche might favor the change 
in the election law. He is said 
to feel the people, and not an 
official, should choose the new 
Senator. : 

He continued silent about his 
appointment of a successor to 
Taft. There was some specula- 
tion that Lausche himself might 
be interested in running for the 
office if an election is held im- 
mediately.

Two New Federal Agencies Go 
Into Operation,

-~—-Two new Government agencies 
came into official existence to- 
day—the International Informa- 
tion Administration and _ the 
oo Operations Administra- 

on. 

Main effect of the reorganiza- 
tion is to relieve the State De- 
partment of almost all operating 
functions. Secretary of State 
John Foster Dulles strongly 
favored the move. 

It makes an independent 
function of the Voice of America 
and other overseas information 
programs which have been at- 
tacked by Senator McCarthy 
(Rep.), Wisconsin, It also permits 
Dulles to forget about day-to- 
day operations of America's for- 
eign aid program. 

The reorganization was an- 
nounced by the White House 
June 1. It went into effect at 
midnight, The law gave Congress 
60 days to veto the plan, but 
no such action was taken. 

The new information agency 
will be responsible for all over- 
seas information programs. Most 
of these have been operated by 
the -State Department's Inter- 
national Information Adminis- 
tration. 

New chief of the information 
program will be Theodore C. 
Streibert, former New York 
radio executive who has been 
a consultant in the public af- 
fairs office of James B. Conant, 
United States high commissioner 
for Germany. 

The new Foreign Operations 
Administration will take over 
functions of the Mutual Security 
Agency, Teclinical Co-operation 
Administration (point IV) and 
the Institute of Inter-American 
Affairs.

Grover C. Vandover, soft- 
spoken director of the St. Louis 
area rent control office, seemed 
relieved as he closed the agen- 
cy’s doors for the last time yes- 


terday. 

“It’s been a hard job,” Van- 
dover reflected. “When you 
have people to contend with all 
day long and they all want 
something, you’re an umpire 
i morning until night every 

ay.” 

Rent controls in St. Louis and 
over most of the nation ended 
officially at midnight last night 
and the St. Louis office, which 
has been conducting a “moth- 
balling’ operation for most of 
the past month, closed up shop 
yestérday afternoon. 


Vandover, 69 years old. and 
white-haired, took charge of the 
St. Louis office .June 6, 1942, 
“on a day almost as hot as to- 
day,” he recalled. The agency 
was at first in the Paul Brown 
building and then, after World 
War II, moved into quarters on 
the fourth floor of the old Post 
Office, Eighth and Olive streets. 
150,000 Rent Adjustments. 
Seated in a dingy office sur- 
rounded by desks, chairs and 
other unused equipment, the 
rent director recalled that, when 
the office opened, more than 
275,000 rental unit registrations 
were received. 

ince that time, he estimated, 
the office has made more than 
150,000 adjustments of rent for 
tenants and landlords. ‘ 

As might be expected, Van- 
dover received his share of irate 


-complainants who thought they 
weren't being treated fairly by 
the office. 

On one-occasion a woman 
whose at wring was in the 
process of being foreclosed, in 


a gesture of defiance, deeded 
the property to Vandover. The 
director, keeping calm as he al- 
ways advised the office’s em- 
ployes to do, simply deeded it 
back to her. 

“We had a few chronic com> 
plainers, too,” Vandover said. 
“One man came to us a dozen 
or more times on one question 
and he never was satisfied, even 
though he appealed our decision 
to the advisory board in Wash- 
ington and finally to a court of 
appeals, I guess he'll finally be 
happy now.” 


Praise for Landlords. 


Vandover, however, had a 
word of praise for landlords. 
“We always got along very well 
with the real estate fraternity,” 
he said. “They were a very co- 
operative and law-abiding 
group.” 

His philosophy for dealing 
with tenants and landlords in 
adjustment of rents, he said was 
0 “be fair and above board, use 
good judgment, sound discretion 
and a lot of horse sense.” 

On the removal of rent con- 
trols, his opinion was just as 
philosophical. “It had to come 
and maybe it’ s just as well now 
as later on,” he commented. 


With the closing of the office, 
Vandover began his retirement 
after 23 years of service with 
the Federal Government. Prior 
to appointment to the rent con- 
trol position, he had been state 
director of the Home Owners’ 
Loan Corporation.

HIS FAMOUS “stand or die” order when he 
eréated the Naktong river defense line seemed 
hopeless.

HOME is built through the affectionate and cOo-opera- 
tive efforts of a mother and father. To them there 
is something almost sacred about many of the ob- 

jects that are part of their domicile. Children should be 

taught to respect the furnishings of their home. 

When a child returns from playing, with mud on his 
feet, his clothes grimy, it is exasperating to the parents 
to see this youngster leap on a sofa, which they have 
scrimped and saved to buy. Likewise, mother and father 
are angered when the lawn is spoiled by their children 
and their companions playing cops and robbers.

CHILDREN when young fail to understand such mat- 
ters. Parents love their offspring and don’t want to be 
constantly reproaching them. But youngsters should be 
taught to behave properly, to respect their home, and be 
made to realize that they must not soil or spoil the fur- 
niture. It would be well for the father to stress, if the 
child is old enough to understand, the great effort he and 
Mom made to have certain pieces of furniture in the 
rooms of their abode. 

Yes, children must be enlightened, trained and disci- 
plined until they grasp the idea that when they soil some- 
thing they are giving their mother pain as well as extra 
work. Children must learn that thoughtlessness for others 
and bad manners will not be overlooked. They should be 
deprived of something as a penalty and made to under- 
stand why.

NO CHILD should be permitted to enter the living 
room wearing his play shoes and overalls.

Beyond question; declarer’s 
decision might have turned out 
right, and the alternative play 
of ruffing the spade with the 
trump jack might have lost on 
the spot to an over-ruff with the 
queen by West.

N ADDITION to slums there 

are more than 900 city blocks 

in St. Louis in which the great 
majority of buildings do not 
meet the minimum requirements 
of safe and healthful occupancy. 

These buildings, however, have 
not reached the point of deteri- 
oration where rehabilitation is 
impractical. Although the touch 
of slum has been light in these 
areas, unless an effective barrier 
can be set up between the two, 
nothing can prevent the eventual 
decline of the blighted areas into 
complete slum.

IN AN’ ENDEAVOR to produce 
such a barrier the Health Di- 
vision set up the Obsolete Area 
Improvement Project in 1949. 
This project includes areas in 
the Webster, Sheridan, Chouteau 
and Park avenue neighborhoods. 

Every building and dwelling 
unit receives a thorough inspec- 
tion, with the investigator noting 
illegal and insanitary conditions. 
The responsible parties are re- 
quired to correct all conditions 
which may be nuisances or detri- 
mental to public health. 

The recorded accomplishments 
in these slum areas have given 
rise to some feeling of optimism 
on the part of ‘72 Health Di- 
vision, to say nothing of the in- 
tangible benefits derived by the 
people who live there.
